—When located by Sir James Ross 
fifty -six y ears ag o tne north mag netic 
pole was on the w est side of the peninsula 
of Boothia Felix , some fourteen him 
dred miles nearer to us than the g eog raph­ 
ical pole or earth’s ax is. 
Since then, 
liowev er, its position must hav e chang ed 
some hundreds of miles, 
as from some 
unk nown cause, it is not sUTtionary but is 
mov ing westward at a rate which tak es 
it around the eufth on a particular paral­ 
lel in one to two thousand y ears. 
The 
needle of the compass now points due 
north on a meridian passing throug h west­ 
ern Dak ota or eastern Montana, and 
turns to about northwest in Eng land, 
thoug h at the time the mariner’s compass 
was broug ht from China the needle pointy 
ed nearly north from Eng land. 
The au­ 
rora borealii» , lik e other mag netic phe­ 
nomena, 
follows 
the same westward 
cou:se in its g iv en latitude, and is mani­ 
fested to a certain distance from the mag ­ 
netic pole. 
It does not reach Pek in, on 
the opposite side of the earth from us, 
thoug h the display is often v ery brilliant 
at Philadelphia in about the same latitude; 
but as the mag nectic pole passes onward, 
the aurora will be seen farther south in 
the opposite hemisphere and farther north 
in this, thus fav oring each northern coun­ 
try in turn with its beautiful effects.

cutnstances mig ht arise that would cause 
a disappointment that would be detri­ 
mental to the community . 
Art earth 
q uak e mig k destroy Chicag o and tiie cir­ 
cumstance (if an earthq uak e is not con 
sidered an incident) prev ent the factory 
from being located at Dix on; or a Art* 
mig ht destroy our city and we, therefore, 
by that circumstance, incident or fact, 
mig ht hav e all our hopes blasted by be­ 
ing placed in u condition of inability to 
raise the necessary funds to secure the 
cov ited prize. 
If wo should siy to the 
readers of this paper that circumstances 
lead us to believ e that the shoe-factory 
w ill be located here, that statement would 
not be entirely

The name of German 
brings up a spectre that all Frenchmen loy­ 
ally hate. 
Now the man of France who nurses this 
hatred of Germany is tho citizen, the free and 
independent bourgeois. He is in the army and 
he stands today in tbe same relation to the 
struggle for nationality that his German 
counteipart did in IS70 toward the unifica­ 
tion of Germany. Tbe regular army of Ger­ 
many is a Ixxly of conscripts, and mad** up of 
[« easants who cannot evado the rigorous 
draft.
